This is a sketch of the life of Lloyd 


Spencer since he was 3 years old, by 
one who has been closely associated 
with him in various business ways as 
well as social. 


His grandfather, J. E. Riley, and 


father, Ihe late George Spencer, mov- 
ed to Okolona, Clark county, Arkan- 
sas, close to 37 years ago and or- 
ganized the first bank that Okolona 
had, 
and of which the surrounding 


territory was proud. And without re- 
flections on anyone, I report thai 
Ihe bank and the community prosper- 
ed as long as the name Spencer was 
connected with i.t. 


When Mr. Spencer was in his early 


'leens he worked al any job he could 
get, no matter how hard it was He 
has worked day after day at 25c with- 
out complaining lhat he might earn 
something to call his own. As he 
grew up he learned how to make 
money and also how to spend it. 


He began working in his father's 


bank long before he was tall enough 
to stand and reach his desk. He work- 
ed from a tall stool. He began to 
learn banking when he failed to find 
a day's work on the farm at 25c a 
day. He really didn't have to learn 
banking as he grew up with it. 


Sawmill Experience 


He owned and helped run a saw- 


mill at Okolona for some time, and 
H was a success, by his hard labor 
lo help carry on. He could carry a 
log rig to the woods and haul logs 
as an experienced 
logger, when it 


took that to carry the business on. 


I moved to Hope the 30th day of 


December, 1920. Mr. Spencer moved to 
Hope in February, 1921, and began 
work in the savings department of the 
then Hope National Bank. 


At that time we were both broke 


but not out. 


On the 8th of November, 1921, I 


began to work for Mr. Spencer, look- 
ing over land and stock the bank 
was forced tu take over from ~"utc 
depression following the World war. 
I worked under him for eight years, 
full-lime, and part-time for 
three 


years following that, when all tile bus- 
iness was wound up. Unfortunately 
for me, the business Mr. Spencer did

after that needed no outside man and 
my job was ended. 


For the past 15 years Mr. Spencer 


and I have owned quite a bit- of land 
together as well as many other bus- 
iness deals. While we have had se- 
veral hard spots and losses at times 
it has all been a pleasure. 


Proud of Appointment 


He is a conservative business man 


and a game loser. There is no one 
living that is prouder of the high 
appointment that has come to him than 
I am. I doubt that there is another 
man in the slale that has had more 
experience in every kind of business, 
from banking lo farming, than Mr. 
Spencer has had. No mailer how hard 
his problem was he worked at it 
until it was a success. 


There have been but few days in 


20 years thai I have not seen Mr. 
Spencer when he was in Hope and 
discussed some kind of business with 
him. 
I think I know him as well 


as any man living, and I think Hemp- 
stead county and the State of Ark- 
ansas are fortunate in having him 
take the place of Senator Miller at 
a critical time like Ihe one we are 
facing now. 


I feel that our interests, from agri- 


culture to international afairs, will

WASHINGTON (ff)— 
Merwin Hart, 


New York attorney, testified before 
the senate foreign relations committee 
Monday that the British-aid bill "pro- 
bably would lead us into the war." 


He also suggested that U. S. in- 


volvement might enable Russia to

Hart, who said he appeared before

Lease-Lend Passes House 


WASHINGTON -(£>)- The house 


passed, 260 to 165, late Satiirday the 
bill empowering President Roosevelt 
to transfer war materials to Britain 
and other nations whoso defense he 
deems "vital" to the defense of the 
United States. 


On the final vote, 236 Democrats 


and 24 Republicans voted for the bill. 
Voting against it were 135 Republi- 
cans, 25 Democrats, one American 
Labor, three Progressives and one 
Farmer-Labor. All members of the 
Arkansas delegation 
voted for the 
measure. 


The measure v/ent to the senate at 


the climax of a week-long controversy 
in which most of the opposition came 
from Republicans. Democratic lead- 
ers, seeking the largest - possible ma- 
jority to increase the prestige of the 
program abroad, met this situation by 
yielding on econcession after another 
to the bill's critics. 


The bill as passed contained all its 


original provisions ,and these restric- 
tions: 
A 'limit of $1,300,000,000 on the value 


of American defense items already 
on hand or under 
appropriation 


which may be sent abroad. 
The 


chamber refused to place a $7,000,- 
000,000 limitation on the over-all cost 
of program. 


A time limit of two years on the 


president's power to make contracts 
for delivering military equipment to 
other nations, and of five years on 
the execution of these contracts. 


A proviso that Congress may rescind, 


by a simple majority vote in both 
houses, any of the powers granted 
under the measure. 


A stipulation that the bill contains no 


new authority for assigning naval 
vessels to convoy duty or sending 
American merchant ships into war 
zones. 


A proviso that before sending any 


army and navy equipment abroad, 
Mr. Roosevelt must consult, though 
not necessarily have the approval of 
the ranking officers of the army 
and navy.
